SHANGHAI, April 30.—The city 


of Canton was seized today in a 
bloodless coup executed by Gener- 
al Chen-Cbitang, one of the lead- 
er prominent in the growing an- 
ti-Nanking government movement. 


The revolt at Canton, the direct 


outcrop of political dissention _af- 


g.r&itoiang^ ;.leadera,forced, Hu 


HarT-Min to resign'the presidency 
of the legislative Yuan and detain- 
ed him as a virtual prisoner, was 
believed to be the first step in a 
widespread armed rebellion against 
the Nationalist "government. 


With the capture of the city by 


the Revolutionaries, Chen Mm-j- 
Sau, appointed by NariEHg^as gov- 
ernor of Canton, fled to avoid ai- 
rest. It was reported here that 
the radical leader, Wang Ching- 
Wei, 
engineered the Canton coup 


from his refugee headquarters at 
Hongkong. 


The score of generals controlling 


political and military operations in 
the vast Chinese provinces hav» 
been watching developments with 
a calculating eye, awaiting their 
opportunity to form alliances and 
strike advantageous blows against 
the present Nanking regime.

States occurs in the very first ses- 
sioi' of Congress in 1789, in the 
form of recommendations to Con- 
gress that proposals be invited "f ir j 
printing the laws and other pro- 
ceedings of congress," both Housss 
having entered into an agreement 
(o have their journals and acts 
printed 
But not until 1794, do vi e 


find Congress ordering an expend- 
iture of 510,000 for "firewood, sta- 
tionery and printing." 
Prior to 


this act, the cost of printing was 
T>aid out of the general contingent 
fund- 


In 1804 we find Congress n- 


struct-ng the clerk to advertise lor 
ts printing and to award the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder, and for 
five years this contract system pre- 
vailed, with, no great satisfaction, 
nowe^er. In 1818 the Senate and 
House appointed a joint commithee 
to inquire into a better method 
This committee 
reported unani- 


mously and emphatically in favor 
of a governmental printing estib- 
ihshment, as_the most economical 


ticahty of this policy led to an Act 
of Confess on June 23,1860 which 
authorized governmental printing 
under a "Superintendent of Public 
Printing" In 1861, $135,000 vvis 
appropriated for the purchase of 
an established printery. 


Evidently this was, for the time, 


a modem plant, employing 
350 


people, and there for '.he first time 
the Government became its own 
publisher 
President Lincoln ap-
